try. 


Two years ago they walked 


650 miles to Northern Florida 
for the winter, then walked back 
to Paul's Switch near Jonesboro 
where Roger worked on a farm 
in the summer and picked cot- 
ton in the fall. 


"The harvest in the cotton 


country is being taken over by 
machines," the strapping 6-foot 
youngster said. "I hope there 
will be a place for me on a 
ranch." 


With them is Rock, a Shetland 


pony which pulls a cart in 
which they carry their posses- 
sions and Roger's shiny new 
bicycle. 


Tiny, a dog which made the 


Florida trip, was killed by a 
train a few weeks ago at Paul's 
Switch. 


While in Arkansas the McMil- 


lans live in a farm tenant house 
at Paul's Switch, a small farm- 
ing community. They are head- 
ed for Plefisanton, Tex., near 
San. Antonio, where Mrs. Mc- 
Mi'ian's daughter a'n'd son-- in- 
law, Mr. and Mrs. Leslie Bing- 
ham, own a ranch. 


Roger said he did not know 


whether he would work on that 
ranch or another. 


The McMillans will camp out 


at night. They estimate the trip 
will take two months. 


"We like it," Mrs. McMillan, 


57, said. "We meet a lot of peo- 
ple this way.

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GOP Opposition Mounts to 
Cotton Subsidy Bill and 
Amendments Are Expected 


( WASHINGTON (AP)-Repub- 
licans were expected to bom- 
bard a cotton subsidy bill with 
amendments today before it 
reaches a vole in the House. 


Opposition to the bill by the 


GOP solidified Tuesday as the 
House closed its first day of de- 
bate on the proposal. 


Rep. Albert H. Quie, R-Minn., 


described the bill as the worst 
to come out of the Agriculture 
Committee. 


But Rep. Harold Cooley, D- 


N.C., 
chairman of the commit- 


tee, argued that lower cotton 
prices 1o the textile industry 
would mean lower prices to the 
consumer for cotton goods and 
that the saving would be more 
than 500 million a year. 


Cooky's argument was based 


on what Republicans called a 
simple subsidy: One for the 
farmer who grows cotton—the 
high price support; one for the 
exporter—so he can sell at the 
world price; and finally one for 
the textile mills, contained in 
the current cotton bill. 


The bill is aimed at allowing 


American textile manufacturers 
to buy U.S. cotton at the same 
price at which it is available to 
foreign mills. 


An 8'/2 cent per pound govern- 


ment subsidy lets foreign mills 
buy U.S. cotton at the world 
price of 24 cents a pound, while 
U.S. mills must buy U.S. colton 
at the high support'price of 32Vfe 
cents per pound. The cotton bill 
would subsidize the S'/j-cent dif- 
ference. 


Arkla Plans $14 
Million Expansion 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Arkan- 


sas Louisiana Gas Co. asked the 
Federal P o w e r Commission 
Tuesday for permission to build 
$14 million worth of new facili- 
ties in the Arkoma Basin pipe- 
line system. 


W. R. Stephens, president, 


said gas reserves in the area 
have increased from 420 billion 
cubic feet when the system was 
planned, to two trillion cubic 
feet today. 


Construction of Arkla's $15 


million Arkoma pipeline system 
is now being completed. 


The 
application said 
Arkla 


would build gas gathering lines, 
compressor stations and a large 
diameter transmission line in 
the basin, which includes east- 
ern Oklahoma and western Ar- 
kansas. 


Construction of g a t h e r i ng 


lines would be between Centra- 
homa, Okla., and Paris, Ark.; 
Driggs, Ark., and Jane, Mo. 
The addition of 4,000 horsepow- 
er to the new Dunn compressor 
station near Driggs would bring 
total horsepower to 5,500 and 
total investment in the station 
to more than $2 million. 


Form Prices Some 
as Last Month 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


mid-November index of prices 
received by farmers was the 
same as last month, the Crop 
Reporting Service said today, 
but it was four points above 
mid-November a year ago. 


The index is based on an av- 


erage of pi-ices received during 
Ihe 1910-1914 period. 


Prices received for beef cat- 


tle declined 40 cents per hun- 
dredweight and for calves 70 
cents, the service said. Prices 
received for chickens and eggs 
were above the p r e c e d i n"g 
month, but less than a year ;?go.

The plea by the Rev. Carl W. 


Segerhammar came amidst a 
background theme of unily and 
equalily at the triennial general 
assembly of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches. 


The Rev. Segerhammar, pres- 


ident of the Pacific Southwest 
Synod of the Lutheran Church 
in America, said, however, the 
"difficulties 
are far 
greater 


than the person's desire to do 
this." 


Elaborating in an interview 


on an address on local ecumen- 
icity prepared for a business 
session of the assembly, the 
Rev. Segerhammar offered this 
example as one of the difficul- 
ties: 


"Who 
is going to give the au- 


thority for our Roman Catholic 
friends to speak. After all, I 
don't speak for the Lutheran 
Church." 


Meanwhile, 
the Rev. Dr. 


Franklin Clark Fry, president 
of 
the Lutheran Church 
in 


America, said in another inter- 
view that "the basic need for 
Christian unity is for all of us 
to unite in our worship of God 
and our acceptance of His grace 
in Jesus Christ." 


The Rev. Segerhammar said, 


"There are certain church bo- 
dies who feel they have the only 
true insight and no one else 
has." 


"By sitting down and talking 


together," he 
continued, 
"it 


could help eliminate fears. I 
think nothing happens in the 
world permanently until it has 
been worked out'at the local 
level and accepted at the local 
level." 


In his address, the Rev. Seg- 


erhammar said local clergymen 
do not often have an opportun- 
ity to attend national or interna- 
tional 
ecumenical gatherings. 


In view of this, he" suggested 
local study groups so (hat min- 
isters and laymen can meet for 
ecumenical discussion and dia- 
logue.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Arkansas Supreme Court has 
extended the time for filing an 
appeal in a case in which a 
father stands to lose custody of 
his children because he will not 
have them vaccinated against 
smallpox. 


Judge Wesley Howard of the 


Polk Chancery Court ordered 
the state Welfare Department to 
take custody of the three chil- 
dren of Mr. and Mrs. Archie 
Cude of near Mena. 


Cude's attorneys appeared be- 


fore the Supreme Court Oct. 24 
and got the custody order stay- 
ed. The Supreme Court at that 
lime allowed 45 days for com- 
pletion of lower court proceed- 
ings and filing of the appeal. 


The attorney, Nabors Shaw, 


of Mena, asked the Supreme 
Court Monday for 
additional 


time. He said he could not pre- 
pare the appeal by the Dec. 9 
deadline. The court agreed to- 
day to give Shaw until Dec. 18 
to file his record and until Jan. 
17 to file a brief in the case.

To discuss the health of the 


economy—and also to make an 
appeal for support—the Presi- 
dent summoned representatives 
of labor and big business to the 
White House. 


Meetings were scheduled for 


late afternoon with members of 
the AFL-CIO Executive Commit- 
tee and representatives of the 
Business Advisory Council. 
'Johnson also planned to talk 
with James Farmer, director of 
the Congress of Racial Equali- 
ty, and to attend, a ceremony 
honoring Secret Service agent 
James Youngblood.

Pressing his economy drive, 


Johnson conferred again Tues- 
day with Budget Director Ker- 
mit Gordon and his deputy, El- 
mer Staats. 


White House press secretary 


Pierre Salinger said the Budget 
Bureau'is launching "an agency 
by agency, department by de- 
partment 
examination of the 


budget." 


Salinger 
said Johnson will 


hear the appeals of any federal 
department heads who protest 
they are not getting enough 
money in the new budget, which 
will cover the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1. 


Kennedy had sliced the budg- 


et from requests submitted by 
federal agencies, Salinger said, 
and "President Johnson is at- 
tempting to cut that budget fur- 
ther." 


"The attempt is to arrive at a 


budget between $98 billion and 
$103 billion," Salinger said. 


While trying to reduce the 


gap between spending and rev- 
enue, Johnson was also selling 
his administration's tone in the 
matter of government regula- 
tion of business and industry. 


The President called in the 


chairmen of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, Inter- 
state Commerce Commission,

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Three 


members of the legislature who 
were told by the Supreme Court 
Monday that they could not 
serve on state boards and com- 
missions resigned today. 


Gov. 
Orval E. Faubus an- 


nounced the resignations of Sen. 
Olen Hendrix of Prescott from 
the State Hospital Board and 
Rep. E. L. Mosley of Camden 
from the Southern State College 
Board. 


Faubus said the resignation of 


Rep. Loid Sadler of Conway 
County from the Pardons and 
Parole Board was being pre- 
pared for his signature. 


Sadler presided over his last 


board meeting today, Faubus 
said. Hendrix was chairman of 
the hospital board. 


Faubus said at a news confer- 


ence "I don't think they should 
wait when something is as clear 
as this is." The court ruled Mon- 
day that legislators could not 
legally serve on state boards 
and commissions. 


Dr. Imon E. Bruce, president 


of Southern Stale College in 
Magnolia, said the college re- 
grets losing Mosley from its 
board. 


"But we regret even more the 


implication 
by t h o s e who 


brought the suit that he might 
have benefited in any way fin- 
ancially by his years on the 
board." Bruce said. 


"It is a matter of record that 


in his eight yeras on our board 
Mr. Mosley accepted no reim- 
bursement of any kind for his 
expenses while attending board 
meetings or other college func- 
tions and he has never had any 
personal financial interest in the 
college in any way," Bruce said.

ment office shortly before 10 
a.m. to resume his duties as the 
nation's chief law enforcement 
officer. 


He has been resting with his 


wife and friends in Florida 
since the days following the 
slaying of President John F. 
Kennedy Nov. 22. 


The attorney 
general con- 


tinues to be looked on by thou 
sands of American Negroes a 
a leading champion of equal 
rights. And President Johnson is 
expected to rely heavily on him 
in carrying forward the civil 
rights program inherited from 
the dead President, brother of 
the attorney general. 


His associates predict that 


Kennedy will stay on the job 
through at least the near future 
to see such projects progress. 


Boat Shaped 
M2 Makes 
Test Flight 


E D W A R D S AIR FORCE 


BASE, Calif. (AP)-Air Force 
Col. Charles Yeager, first man 
to break 
the sound barrier, 


piloted a rock-like "Flying Bath- 
tub" to earth, then announced. 
"She handles great." 


Yeager made his first flight 


Tuesday in the experimental 
M2, a boat-shaped re-entry veh- 
icle. At flight's end Yeager pre- 
dicted the craft may 
become 


the "space chute" of the future. 


The M2 looks like a bullet cut 


in half with the pilot canopy on 
the top side. It was developed by 
the National Aeronautics and 
Spare Administration as a veh- 
icle lo ferry men or equipment 
back to earth from space sta- 
tions. 


Yeager, 42, was towed to an 


altitude of 9,000 feet at the end 
of a cable, then cut loose and 
allowed to drift to earth at a rate 
of descent 
of 
4.000 feel 


Tlie wingless M2, with its 


round-bottomed hull, provided 
air resistance lo keep it from 
lulling like a rock. A few feet 
above ground, Yeager tilted the 
M2's nose in a flare-out to re- 
duce his speed to 80 mph Small 
tail surfaces on either side gave 
extra stability and directional 
control. 


Pope Poul to 
Visit Holy Land 


VATICAN CITY (AP)-Pope 


Paul VI will visit the Holy Land 
in January, the Vatican press 
office announced today. 


It will be the first trip by a 


Roman Catholic pontiff outside 
Italy in 1959 years, since De- 
cember 1804, when Pope Pius 
VII went to Paris to crown Na- 
poleon. 


It also will be the longest trip 


ever made by a Pope. 


Wonts Steady 
Income for 
State Police 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - State 


Rep. Raymond Mays of Cleve- 
land County asked the Legisla- 
tive Council today to study the 
possibility of giving the State 
Police a stabilized source of 
revenue so the agency can step 
up its activities against crime 
and traffic offenders. 


Mays suggested that the State 


Police Department p e r h a p s 
should be financed from gener- 
al revenues and that enough 
money should be provided to 
give the agency any additional 
personnel it might need. 


Mays proposal to the council 


said 
the state and national 


crime rate and the highway 
death and injury rate are in- 
creasing and the State Police 
have been handicapped because 
of inadequate financing. 


He noted a recent financial 


crisis which led first to a cut in 
State Police services and later 
to borrowing by the agency so 
it could stay in the black for the 
year. 


The State Police Department 


now is financed almost entirely 
by revenues from the sale of 
drivers' licenses and officials 
have said for several years that 
this source does not provide 
enough income. 


There has been sbme talk in 


capital circles" of giving the 
State Police some funds from 
general revenues because it is 
felt that drivers should not pay 
all costs of an agency which in 
fields other than traffic enforce- 
ment. 


The council is expected to un- 


dertake the study and submit 
its findings to the 1965 General 
Assembly.

girl? Then send her a rose. 


You're sick of the guy? Then 


send him a bouquet of Michael- 
mas daisies. 


Want her to marry you? Send 


her sprigs of ivy. 


Those and dozens of other 


sentiments and declarations— 
which can be expressed by 
flowers—are the subject of a 
book published here. 


It's called "The Language of 


Flowers." 


Explaining it, the publishers 


said: "To express gratitude or 
affection by the gift of flowers 
is common enough, but nowa- 
days few people make use of 
the opportunities provided by 
this pleasant custom to express 
other and more specific senti- 
ments."

Petition Poses 
Threat to Civil 
Rights Measure

WASHINGTON (AP)-A plan 


by House leaders to resort to a 
petition in an effort to pry the 
civil rights bill out of the Rules 
Committee is threatening the 
bill's shaky bipartisan backing. 


Most Republican members op- 


pose on principle the idea of by- 
passing committees by getting 
a majority of the House mem- 
bers to sign a petition, and hate 
little sympathy with the drive 
getting under way to move the 
civil rights bill to the floor in 
such a manner. 


Meanwhile, civil rights lead- 


ers gather today in what was 
described as "an extraordinary 
session" to discuss means of 
implementing President John- 
son's appeal for quick action on 
civil rights legislation. 


The group—including Roy Wil- 


kins of the NAACP and Dr. 
Martin Luther King—is expected 
to represent more than 70 or- 
ganizations and plans to hold a 
closed meeting before visiting 
President Kennedy's grave in 
Arlington National Cemetery. 


To speed up House action on 


the bill, Speaker John W. Mc- 
Cormack, D-Mass., said Tues- 
day plans are going ahead to 
have a discharge petition filed 
Monday. 
Democratic 
leaders 


are hoping to have a large num- 
ber of Democrats sign up at 
once. 


They would like to get as 


many as 150 signatures by Tues- 
day, in which case they feel Re- 
publicans would be under heavy 
public pressure to supply the 
rest of the names needed to 
reach 218—a majority. 


Such-a strategy is almost cer- 


tain to 
produce 
resentment 


among Republicans who sup- 
port the civil rights bill, but who 
have never signed a discharge 
petition and never plan to. 


They contend that Republi- 


cans have done enough to help 
get a civil rights bill to make 
them immune from such pres- 
sures. 


.The bill now in the Rules 


Committee 
was 
worked 
out 


largely by the Justice Depart- 
ment and key GOP members of 
the House Judiciary Committee 
as a compromise to break a 
committee deadlock. 


The original report contains 


stinging criticism of the bill by 
Southern Democrats, and seven 
Republicans took it upon thorn- 
selves to provide a rebuttal. 


The Republicans called the 


bill the most significant legisla- 
tion to come before 
Congress 


"in our lifetime," and wrote a 
strong endorsement of each of 
its 10 provisions. 


No Opinion on

DALLAS (AP) - A defense 


lawyer predicts the findings of 
federal investigators will bol- 
ster the case of Jack Ruby, who 
shot down the accused assassion 
of President John F. Kennedy. 


There are increasing 
signs, 


meanwhile, of probable delay 
n the murder trial of Ruby, 
tentatively set to start a week 
"rom today. 


Ruby, 52 owner of a down- 


town strip tease joint, remained 
Under close guard today in .the 
county jail. He has been held 
without bond since the tele- 
vised shooting Nov. 24 of Lee 
Harvey Oswald, charged with 
firing the shots which killed 
Kennedy and a Dallas police- 
man two days earlier. 


"When the government's re- 


port of the Oswald case comes 
out," defense lawyer Tom How- 
ard said Sunday night, "I be- 
lieve then that public opinion in 
favor of Ruby will be stronger 
than ever because it will prove 
conclusively there was abso- 
lutely no connection between 
Ruby and Oswald."

Insurance 
Plan Stands 
First Test

g NEW YORK (AP) - The 10- 


nation health insurance plan for 
the U.S. dollar, and other prin- 
cipal world currencies, stood its 
first real test with marked suc- 
cess. 


The Federal Reserve Bank of 


New York and Europe's central 
banks acted together and quick- 
ly to prevent any run on the 
dollar after the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy. 


% Without the agreed plan to 


move simultaneously into the 
foreign exchange markets 
to 


prevent such a run, the dollar 


. might have been under pres- 


sure. 


This is because 
foreigners 


hold so many surplus dollars, 
built up in recent years as a re- 
sult 
of big deficits 
in 
our 


balance of payments in interna- 
tional trade and monetary cleal- 
*ings. 


These dollars, if dumped on 


the market for gold or other 
currencies, could have shaken 
the value of the dollar — the 
world's chief monetary reserve 
as a supplement to gold—and a 
mainstay of America's healthy 
economy. 


An assassination is the kind of 


unsettling news on which specu- 


ijlators sometimes feed. 


The 10-nation pact to guard 


against 
speculative runs fol- 


lowed the October 1960 gold 
rush which shook the dollar. 
The price of gold was run up 
temporarily to $40 an ounce on

H O P E , A R K A N S A S 


London's 
free 
market, com- 


pared 
to 
the 
official U.S. 


Treasury price of $35. 


Rumors of devaluation of the 


dollar sent speculators rushing 
to turn in their dollars for gold. 
The rumors were scotched, first 
by President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower and then by President 
Kennedy. 


The monetary insurance pact 


that subsequently was devised 
has worked this year to hold the 
drain of U.S. gold to a minimum 
although the balance of pay- 
ments deficit is still running too 
high for comfort. 


The London gold price, $35.07 


Friday, went up on the day 
after the assassination to $35.11, 
but dropped Monday t o $35.09 
and held at that rate Tuesday 
morning. 


The dollar itself held steady 


on foreign exchanges both Sat- 
urday and Monday. 


The 10-nation pact worked this 


way: 


The Federal Reserve quickly 


moved into the market to buy 
dollars, offering large blocks of 
German marks, British pounds, 
Dutch guilders, Swiss 
francs 


and Canadian dollars. 


The Federal Reserve holds 


such blocks under the 10-nation 
agreement by which such cur- 
rencies are swapped to create 
reserves for any such emer- 
gency. Europe's central banks 
also 
stepped 
in immediately 


after news of Kennedy's death 
with offers of support for the 
dollar. Any flight 
from 
the 


dollar would be met by credits 
of European national currencies 
for the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York to use if needed. 


This left little room for specu- 


lators to operate.

Oswald Was 
Misfit in 
Every Way

There was little about Lee 


Harvey Oswald to warn the 
world of what was coming. 


To those few who knew him 


he was recalled, if at all, as 
sometimes 
eccentric but just 


another face in the crowd. 


Some were aware he'd once 


left his homeland for Russia. 
Some saw occasional flashes of 
his seething contempt for the 
society that had murdered him. 
A Marine or two recalled Os- 
wald's expertise with a rifle. 
His wife knew that he'd brought 
a rifle. Other people knew Os- 
wald worked in a building by 
w h i c h 
President 
Kennedy 


would pass. At least one knew 
Lee Harvey Oswald had shown 
up on the job Friday carrying 
a long package wrapped in 
brown paper. 


But no one knew all of these 


things. 


There was no one in Dallas— 


or anywhere else—to put all the 
pieces of Lee Harvey Oswald 
suddenly into place and cry out 
in warning: "Assassin!" 


And so, police say, Oswald 


pulled the trigger, striking back 
at an unsuspecting society that 
within minutes would know this 
obscure misfit all too well. 


But before it could learn what 


impelled Oswald to shoot Pres- 
ident John Fitzgerald Kenne- 
dy, Oswald himself was dead. 
And Monday, the same day the 
President was laid to rest be- 
fore the mourning eyes of the 
world, Oswald was buried in a 
wooden box at Fort Worth. 


Yet if his secret lies silenced 


in the prave, much remains to 
cast light on the rebel with a 
cause. 


Oswald was a poor boy. His 


Jalher died before Oswald was 
born on Oct. 18, 1939, in New 
Orleans. His mother, Marguer- 
ite, who had two other sons, 
tried to make ends meet work- 
ing in shops. The family moved 
frequently, l i v i n g 
in 
Fort 


Worth, New Orleans, North Da- 
ko'a and New York. 


Mrs. Oswald said Lee began 


working at odd jobs after school 
at an early age. 


In fourth grade at a suburban 


Fort Worth school, Oswald was 
remembered by his principal. 
Mrs. N.M. Merrett, as "kind of 
smily. a boy with curly hair... 
very lively." 
.,, While, he was 13 and 14 his 
family lived in Mew York City. 
His report card had become 
less promising. General grades: 
barely massing. Dependability, 
cooperation 
and 
self-control: 


unsatisfactory. 


Back to New Orleans where 


classmates at Beauregard Jun- 
ior High remembered 
Oswald 


as a loner, always getting into 
fights. But when he advanced 
to high school, he scored way 
above average 
in vocabulary 


and reading. And what was this 
solitary, belligerent boy 
of 15 


rending? Karl Mar?:. 


He said later he became in- 


terested in Marxism after read- 
ing a pamphlet a lady handed 
him 
about Ethel 
and Julius 


Rosenberg, executed Commu- 
nist spies. Later Oswald moved 
to North Dakota. 


"I could see the impoverish- 


ment of the masses before my 
own eyes in my mother." he 
said years later to a reporter.

His Prophecy 
Became His 
Epitaph

WASHINGTON (AP)-Presi- 


dent Kennedy probably never 
meant to be his own prophet 
but he was when he explained 
eight years ago why he chose 
certain men in American his- 
tory for his book, "Profiles in 
Courage." 


His prophecy became his epi- 


taph. 


"The 
courage 
of life," he 


said, long before he was con- 
sidered for the presidency, "is 
often a less dramatic spectacle 
than the courage of a final mo- 
ment; but it is no less a mag- 
nificent mixture of triumph and 
tragedy. 


"A man does what he must 


—in spite of personal .conse- 
quences, in spite of obstacles 
and dangers and pressures— 
and that is the basis of all hu- 
man morality." 


It 
took 
courage 
to 
push 


through crowds to shake hands 
or ride through a city with the 
top down. He knew the conse- 
quences might be assassination, 
and they were. But he felt what 
he did needed doing. 


The deeper courage of his life, 


as with others before him, was 
in seeking the presidency and 
then trying to make good at it, 
with all that implies in effort. 


He gave the presidency a 


youthful sense of life unmatched 
since the bouncing days of The- 
odore Roosevelt, if only because 
all the others in between were 
older when they took 
office. 


Kennedy was only 43. 


President Johnson, 55, cannot 


be expected to spend himself as 
tirelessly, at least in a physical 
way, as Kennedy. His heart at- 
tack of 1955 makes it important 
not to get over-fatigued. 


Kennedy brought more than 


courage and energy to the White 
House. Like Sir Winston Church- 
ill, he had that indefniable thing 
called grace. 


Churchill always had style but 


he developed grace late. Kenne- 
dy always had it, and it showed 
itself in his quiet humor, even 
at his own expense, and in his 
avoidance of political brawling. 


At this moment, so close to 


his death and before the emo- 
tion 
over 
his 
assassination 


melts away, it is impossible to 
measure his place in history. 


He was president less than 


three years or only five months 
longer than Harding, who was 
a misfit no matter how he is 
looked at. Kennedy, on the con- 
trary, fitted into the presidency 
almost elegantly. 


Yet, his less than three years

Business 
Eyes Focus 
on Budget

NEW YORK (AP) — Next to 


the tax cut bill now before the 
Senate the most pressing matter 
before Washington authorities in 
the eyes of business are two 
budgets: 


—The current one on large 


parts of which the Congress is 
still debating. 


—The new one to start next 


July on which President John- 
son and department heads are 
now laboring. 


Both could see final econo- 


mics 
from 
earlier estimates. 


But 
both 
could be 
affected, 


either for more or less spend- 
ing, 
by the reaction, govern- 


mental and private, (o Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy's death. 


Many business firms and the 


economy in general—jobs, pro- 
duction schedules, sales, profits, 
personal income, the value of 
the dollar — will be 
affected 


whichever 
way 
the decision 


goes. 


Johnson 
has 
pledged 
thrift 


and care in spending. The new 
budget now being hammered 
out for submission to Congress 
in January will show how much 
spending can be held down, or 
how much it will be expected to 
increase from built-in forces. 


The current budget, for the 


fiscal year that started last July 
1, is still in flux. 


The Congress has cut some of 


the appropriations that had been 
asked by Kennedy. The House 
so far has trimmed an apparent 
$5.5 billion from presidential re- 
quests for $92 billion. But many 
of these cuts in authorization 
don't really curtail actual spend- 
ing under past authorizations. 


And some see a chance that 


Kennedy's death may encourage 
the Congress to restore some of 
his requests for such projects as 
foreign aid and space explora- 
tion. 


The big question business is 


asking is what priorities John- 
son will give to these and other 


of service were hardly more 
than a beginning, a foundation 
for what lay ahead since he 
seemed very Jikely to win a sec- 
ond term. 


In that time, abroad, he had 


become a highly popular and 
respected figure. He had estab- 
lished better relations with the 
Soviet Union than had existed.

All through 1963 
Congress just drifted, frustrat- 
ing completely his request for 
a new civil rights law and a 
tax cut. Maybe it would have 
done better next year. 


Maybe it would have done 


better this year if he had been 
harsher and tougher. 


It didn't seem to be in his 


nature to be harsh and he ap- 
peared unwilling to be very 
tough except as a last resort, 
such as in making Premier 
Khrushchev take his missiles 
out of Cuba or using troops to 
stop Southern governors' 
defi- 


ance of federal court orders.
